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CROP PROGRESS AND CONDITION
WEEK ENDING OCTOBER 9, 2022

AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY: Warm temperatures along with limited precipitation occurred throughout the State last week,
according to the Mountain Regional Field Office of the National Agricultural Statistics Service, USDA. Topsoil moisture level
conditions rated adequate to surplus decreased from 51 percent last week to 41 percent this week. Statewide, the third and fourth
cuttings of alfalfa hay are 95 percent complete and 45 percent complete, respectively. Statewide, winter wheat planted and emerged
are at 71 percent complete and 48 percent complete, respectively. Beaver and Box Elder Counties report farmers are finishing their
fourth cutting of alfalfa. Box Elder County reports farmers are finishing up harvesting corn for silage. Corn doughed and corn dented
are at 95 percent complete and 64 percent complete, respectively, and corn mature is at 54 percent complete. Statewide, corn silage
harvest is 60 percent complete and corn harvested for grain was 10 percent complete by the end of the week. An estimated 48 percent
of cattle and calves and 52 percent of sheep and lambs have been moved from pasture. Due to drought conditions, cattle and sheep
receiving supplement feed has started early, at 15 and 20 percent, respectively. Stock water supplies were rated 11 percent very short,
43 percent short, and 46 percent adequate, compared to 8 percent very short, 40 percent short, and 52 percent adequate last week.
Irrigation water supplies were rated 29 percent very poor, 30 percent poor, 28 percent fair, and 13 percent good, compared to 22
percent very poor, 35 percent poor, 37 percent fair, and 6 percent good last week.
